teaching Men, that their *eternal Salvation, and their temporal. 
Proſperity muſt be purſued through different and oppoſite Paths; 
One ſmooth and obvious; the Other rugged and obſcure. 

From hence it is, that our Duty, and our Intereſts have been 
{et at Variance; and a Wall of Separation hath been raiſed, be- 
tween Thoſe who. lay themſelves out for the Improvement of. 
the Condition, of their Fellow-Creatures in this World, and 
others, who are engaged in Works more immediately relating to 
the Service of Piety and Religion. They are apt to. conſider 
themſelves, as Perſons ing with different Views, and on. 
different Principles; both carrying their Opinion and Diſlike of 
each other to a dangerous and ,unjuſtifiable Extreme. Of One 
it is ſaid, that He /owweth: to bis Fleſh, and is toa attentive 
2 the lictle tranſitory Intereſts of the preſent World. The

. — beſides to the Imputation of all thoſe Faults; 

— have been too juſtly. charged: on many Pretenders to Re- 
ligion, whoſe Morality hath: not kept Pace with their Piety. 
Thus the Labours of many well-deſigning Perſons. by this un- 
natural and en enen have oft both their Efficacy, 


and Reward; 
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n is one Purpoſe of this pious and uſeful Undertaking in 
Support-of which we are hare met together, (as it hath been the 
Aim-of all-the rational Friends of Religion and of Mankind) to 
reconcile this ſeeming Oppoſition; to unite our temporal and 
eternal Intereſts; and to conſider the Rewards of another Life as 
being propoſed to us in the holy Scriptures, not to draw us off 
rom our Duties and Dependencies, as Members of Society upon 
Earth, but to-furniſh us with Patience and Perſeverance in —_ 
up to what they require at our Hands; to ſupport us-under 
appointments and Diſcouragements, and to compenſate the Un- 
certainty, and at beſt the Slowneſs. of Effects, that our wiſeſt 
and moſt active Endeavours can produce. 

It is this Uncertainty, or rather this Slowneſs of Effects, whicht 
ſeems to me to have been intended in the Words of my Text. 
Caſt thy Bread upon the Waters, and thou ſhalt find it after many: 
Days. And according to that Interpretation of them, which 1 
J ſhall propoſe, they ſeem alſo to contain a moſt rational and, 
inſtructive Argument. The Word Bread. is frequently uſed. to 
fignify the Corn, with which it is made, as in the 28th Chapter 
and the 5th Verſe of Job, As for the Earth: out of it cometh 
Bread. And by Waters are often meant watry Soils Ike thoſe: 
in Egypt, made fruitful by the Overflowing of Rivers; on the 
Banks of which the firſt Habitations of Mankind were placed N 

And as from them were derived all the Arts of Culture; it is 
natural to believe, that the Images and Expreſſions relating to it 
might alſo be borrowed from them. It is plain from ſeveral 
Paſſages in the Old Teſtament, what is meant by the Waters on: 
which Corn is to be thrown. From the 11th-Chap: of Deut. 
and 10th Verſe ; For the Land whither thou goeft in to poſſeſs it, 
1s not ac the Land of Egypt, from whence ye came out, where thou 
Jowedt thy-Seed, and wateredſt it with thy Foot. From the 32d 
Chap. 2oth Ver. of aiab, Bleſſed are ye, that jaw befide all, 
Waters.” And on this Account, in the 23d Chap. 3d Ver. of 
Vaiab, The Seed of Sibor by Great Waters is called t Harveſt of

think that our Habits are to accompany us no farther than 
through the preſent Stage of our Exiſtence) more, than 
can be well accounted for, is employed in acquiring theſe ne- 
ceflary Qualifications. They who take upon them the Care of 
por ere are ſu Fri to have formed Rules from their own 

ience, which they apply variouſly, to various Tempers and 

poſitions ; adapting their Culture to the Nature of the Soil, 
rt les are to improve; to ſome uſing Mildneſs and Encourage- 
ment, to others Contradiction and Denial. And we cannot but 
remember, how unequal, how irkſome, how abſurd this Diſci- 
pline appeared to us, of which neither the Uſe nor the Neceflity 
did then lye open to our Obſervation : And every Gratification 
that was with-held from us, every little Hardſhip that was im- 
poſed npon us, it was imputed to the peeviſh Humour of Parents, 
or the unreaſonable Severity of Governours ; with juſt the fame 
Impatience (to obſerve by the Way the Uniformity of Nature 
throughout her whole Progreſs) as thoſe very Parents and Go- 
vernours were apt to complain of irregular Events, and incon- 
ſiderately to cenfure the Wiſdom of Providence, rather than 
fuſpect the leaſt Want of it in themſelves. 
ut we now perceive the Conſequences, which we l 
in the Cauſes that 3 .

Order, Laws, and Government, from an early domeitick Sub- 
ordination ; We may watch every Affection « our Mind im the 
whole Courſe and Progreſs they have taken, and ſee which" of 
them have been moſt forwarded by Education, and which hach 


been checked in its Growth: We may look back and mark 
Juſtice,

Juſtice, Temperance; Patience, -Fortitude, Induſtry, . and Cha- 
rity, in all their Stages, in ſome Periods almoſt loſt and 
motionleſs ; then ſpringing forward with freſh and ſudden 
Vigour, frequently called forth to exerciſe on unimportant. Occa- 
fions.;. and affiſted or injured by Accidents in Appearance wholly 
unrelated to them: We may obſerve. the fouleſt Vices to have 
been nouriſhed, and to have grown inſenſibly from a weak and 
trifling Indulgence, and the moſt active and laſting Virtues to 
have been produced, by, what we once thought, an unneceſſary 
Habit of Reſtraint. 
If then the Improvement of the very Faculties of the Mind 
requires ſo much Time and Application, and muſt be attained 
by ſuch a Variety of remote, though connected Operations; 
what Induſtry, what Patience muſt be neceſſary when we employ 
our Thoughts and Labour on Things entirely independent on 
ourſelves, which are entangled with Intereſts out of the Reach 
of our Power, or influenced by Paſſions leſs under our Govern- 
ment, even chan our own | 
There are Difficulties enough in the Way, which we bring 
into the World with us: But when theſe are increaſed hy 
Cuſtom, and Education; when Prejudices have taken ſuch deep 
Root, that the ordinary Methods of Improvement can have no 
Effect, the Toil muſt be ſtill greater to extirpate them, and the 
Harveſt will of Courſe be retarded. 

It is therefore the Duty of Mankind to uſe all the Means 
ordained by Providence, and diſcovered. by Reaſon to carry on 
the great Deſign of their Creator *; To ſpread the incorruptible 
Seed as far as they are able, and God they may reſt aſſured, in 
- bis due Time will not fail to give the Increaſe. 

And it is no {mall Encouragement to thoſe engaged in ſuch 
'U as cannot be attended. with immediate Succeſs, 
(as it is the beſt ; Satisfaction to all Objections brought againſt 
them _ the Want of immediate Succeſs) to conſider in what

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ſupported by the provident Care of thoſe who are gone before 
us, and enjoy the Fruits, which they enjoyed not, of their 
Labours. How came We of theſe Nations into the Poſſeſſion 
of the beſt Government, and of the beſt Religion in the World? 
To whom are we indebted for the Eſtabliſhment of Laws, of 

Commerce, of Liberty, and all that is comprehended under 
ublick and national Proſperity ? And in order to procure them, 
bow many Deſigns, may we not think, had been formed, how 
many Attempts made and defeated, and afterwards cenſured as 
raſh and deſperate ? How many muſt have periſhed in the firſt 
Heat of their Undertakings, and how few lived, or could indeed 
hope to live till they ſhould ſee the full Accompliſhment of 
them? And we too, whether we intend it or not, are prompted- 
by involuntary Inſtincts to buſy and amuſe ourſelves in carrying 
on ſome Deſigns, which we know cannot ripen to Maturity, 
till we ceaſe from being in a Capacity of enjoying them. 
However we. muſt not think that God hath placed theſe- 
Obſtacles, and Intricacies in our Way, with an Intention only to 
diſturb and perplex us: For it is in this, as in all other ſeeming 
Irregularities of his Conduct, that ſome gracious Purpoſe. of his 
Providence will finally be anſwered by them. He could have 
made all ſmooth before us: And he could have created us good, 
wiſe, and upright : But as we are not placed in that Degree of 
Perfection (towards which we are yet by ſlow Steps advancing;) / 
it is neceſſary that ſuch Conflicts ſhould — as will exerciſe our 
Hearts and Affections, and carry them to a Grate Sadocif Virtue, 
beyond the Danger of any future Deviations. And as the ſame 
Difficulties happened in the Courſe of our former Education, and as 
this Life is conſidered only as a Courſe of Education for another, 
the Wiſdom and Confiſtency of Providence 1s thus far within our 
Comprehenſion. 

If then it is a Condition inſeparable from all human Un- 
dertakings, that they muſt make their Way through Diſcourage- 
ments and Diſappointments; we muſt either give up every Hopeꝰ

- For, the more important any y Deſign i is in its Nature and its 
Conſequences, the greater Perplexitie will probably ſurronnd it;

Different Tempers and 
Inclinations will always endeavour to take different Ways, 


though they ſhould be brought to agree in the main Point and 
End of their Tendency : And this will for a Time obſtruct the 


beſt concerted and beſt regulated Schemes. 

But the Providence of God, who raiſed this World from a 
State of Diſorder and Confuſion, can guide the very Unreaſon- 
ableneſs of Men, to Ends unthought of by them *, and make all

This Obſervation may be alſo made on the preparative Dic. 
penſation, when God brought his People out of 3 Vet 
they wandered forty Veats in the Wilderneſs, and were long 
harrafſed in the Land of Canaan by their Enemies who oppoſed 
their Settlement, before they enjoyed the promiſed Reſt ; For 
their own Wickedneſs delayed the Mercies intended for them by 
their Deliverer. 

Theſe Examples ſhould teach us both Reſignation, and Hope, 
and ſhould animate us ſteadily to perſevere .in whatever Work 
we have begun in the Name #:, ; Lord, knowing that even 
in this World our Labour ſhall not be in vain ; and though the 
Benefits of it may be overlooked by a general and fight Obler- 
vation, and by fone: Thanks to be loſt upon Earth; we may 
comfort ourſelves, when we have done aur Part to carry on the 
Pu rpoſes of Providence through n Ages, that we ſball 
in no wiſe loſe our Reward.

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t was from this melancholy Experience, and from a fincere 
Deſire in ſome worthy Perſons to bin this Country into a Ca-

An Account of the Employment and Performance of the ten 
Boys and ten Girls, maintained, cloathed, and educated in this 
School, from the 27th Day of September 1739, to the 27th 
Day of September 1740, given in by the School-maſter, and 
Article by Article examined by the Local Committee, and at- 


teſted on Monday October 27, 1740. 
The BOYS. 


ESIDES the ſtated Hours every Day for Inſtruction in 
Reading, Writing, and learning their Catechiſms; and be- 
tides their neceſſary Employment in and about the Houſe and 
Land, ſuch as digging Potatoes, foddering the Cattle, cleaning 
about the Houſe, gathering of Dung, clearing the Land of 
Stones and Rubbiſh, &c. their Performance in Huſbandry is as 
follows: .
